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A funeral Mass for for- 
mer Quincy Mayor Francis 
X. McCauley was celebrat- 
ed Tuesday at Holy Trin- 
ity Parish in Most Blessed 
Sacrament Church, 1015 
Sea St., Quincy. 

Mr. McCauley, who 
served eight years as the 
city’s 30th mayor from 
1982 to 1989, died Nov. 
3 — the 40th anniversary 
of his election as mayor — 
marking the end of an era 
in Quincy politics. He was 
91. 

McCauley was one of 
the city’s longest-serving 
elected officials, serving 
32 years in elective office 
in a political career that 
spanned five decades. He 
was the only person in city 
history to be elected to all 
four elective offices: ward 
councillor, school commit- 
tee member, councillor-at- 
large and mayor. Follow- 
ing his retirement from 
politics, he remained an 
active and popular figure 
on the local scene, writing 
a newspaper column on 
Quincy history, participat- 
ing in local civic organiza- 
tions and offering analysis 
and commentary on city 
politics. 

Modest Beginnings 

Born Dec. 27, 1929 at 
Quincy City Hospital, Mc- 
Cauley grew up in Hough’s 
Neck, the only child of 
Hugh and Mary (McKe- 
own) McCauley. He at- 
tended Atherton Hough 
Elementary School and 
Central Junior High, where 
his keen intellect and arith- 
metic skills soon became 
apparent. observ- 
ing the young McCauley’s 
way with numbers, Blessed 
Sacrament assistant pastor 
Father Peter Hart gave him 
the nickname “Brains” and 
promptly appointed him 
statistician for the church’s 
youth basketball league.

Lebo topped the six- 
person field in the School 
Committee race, finishing 
with 5,128 votes. Cahill was 
second with 4,807 votes 
and Gutro placed third with 
4,439 votes. 

Coming in fourth place 
was incumbent Courtney 
Perdios, who had been ap- 
pointed to the committee in 
February, with 4,388 votes, 
51 fewer than Gutro. First-

Re McCauley’s passing Nov. 3rd at the age ear 91 
saddened anyone who knew him. He was a man of 
integrity, honesty and a dedicated public servant who 
served the city he loved for 32 years as mayor, coun- 
cillor at-large, ward councillor and school committee 
member. He remains the only Quincy citizen to be 
elected to all four municipal offices — a local political 
Mount Rushmore. 

Frank was the first mayor I covered when I started 
working at The Quincy Sun during college breaks in 
early 1984 and then full-time in 1987. He was avail- 
able every week to sit down with local reporters who 
peppered him with questions about ‘local issues and 
other important news of the day. He offered more than 
“good copy;” he was a transparent, straight-shooter 
who never shied away from tough questions. 

But there was more to Frank than the Tuesday 2 
p.m. press conferences. 

He had a refreshing flair for the dramatic and a spar- 
kling sense of humor. 

Just before his fourth mid-term address in January 
1989, Frank called my dad at The Sun and told him: 
“Henry, be sure you have a photographer dnd reporter 
at my mid-term. You don’t want to miss it.” 

Henry had a good idea what was up but Frank 
wasn’t tipping his hand. “Just be there.” 

So, we had two photographers and two reporters at 
the address in the old Council Chamber of the James 
R. McIntyre Government Center. Frank was speak- 
ing off the cuff as he usually did — never any prepared 
notes for his public address — and as he got to the end 
of his speech, a hush fell over the audience. 

Frank then told those present that it had been a plea- 
sure serving the city as mayor these past seven years 
and “this will be my last as mayor.” He was officially 
announcing he would not seek a fifth term later that 
year. 

He then quoted a longtime friend who once told 
him: “It is better to leave too soon than to stay too 
long.” He added one final word: “Sayonara” — the Jap- 
anese word for farewell and goodbye. 

Frank immediately left the rostrum and headed out 
the Chamber. His mayoral term came to an end that 
fall when Jim Sheets was elected'to succeed him. 

It was a dramatic moment in local politics. Frank 
McCauley, at that time, had been the city’s longest 
serving mayor since Amelio Della Chiesa who had 
served 8 years as mayor under Plan A from 1958 to 
1965 and four as a councillor at-large under Plan E. 
The mayors in between Della Chiesa and McCauley 
had all served less than eight years: James McIntyre 
(6), Walter Hannon (4), Joseph LaRaia (2) and Arthur 
Tobin (4). 

Frank, confirming John Adams’ notion that “politics 
in an incurable disease” returned to public service in 
1995 winning a two-year unexpired term on the school 
committee. In 1997, he won a councillor at-large seat 
and served eight more years on the council capping off 
his 32-year political life as the council president. 

There was more to Frank McCauley than politics. 
He was a good-natured man who was blessed with a 
wonderful wit. 

One of my favorite stories of Frank came at a Jim- 
my Fund fundraiser in October 1988 in honor of for- 
mer Red Sox and beloved Quincy resident Sam Mele. 
A star-studded line-up of Sam’s good friends and for- 
mer baseball teammates gathered at the Neighborhood 
Club to pay tribute to Sam who was also a longtime 
scout for the Red Sox who also managed the Minne- 
sota Twins to the American League pennant in 1965. 

Besides Sam, the Red Sox royalty included Johnny 
Pesky, Bobby Doerr and Ted Williams. There was a 
social hour where the players renewed friendships and

also spent time talking to other guests and giving auto- 
graphs. Then there was dinner and some presentations 
to Sam. 

Frank McCauley, as the mayor, brought greetings 
to the city and announced that he was going to make 
one of the former Red Sox players an honorary citizen 
of Quincy. 

So Frank holds up a baseball cap upside down and 
tells the crowd that he’s put each player’s number on a 
piece of paper inside the cap. He reaches in, pulls out 
one piece of paper and announces “Number 9 — Ted 
Williams.” 

Well Ted strides across the stage and just as Frank 
turns towards him with an honorary citizen citation 
“The Kid” grabs the hat, looks inside and announces 
to the crowd: “All the pieces of paper are Number 9.” 

The crowd roared with laughter. The mayor had 
been outsmarted by “The Splendid Splinter.” 

Ted, as it turned out, still had the great eyesight that 
made him one of the most dominant hitters in the big 
leagues for many years. From a distance he could actu- 
ally read his name on the citizen citation. 

Frank — smiling from ear to ear — calmly collect- 
ed himself and told Williams: “with this honor you 
will also be subjected to an annual excise tax.” More 
laughter. 

Another humorous moment came in October 1989 
when the $60 million Quincy Hospital health care fa- 
cility was dedicated. 

McCauley was upbeat and joked during his key- 
note address explaining his personal involvement at 
the hospital. Born there in Dec. 27, 1929, he returned 
three and a half years later in 1933 after his appendix 
ruptured. 

In 1939, he had his tonsils removed and.then he was 
back in 1954 for another operation. In 1973, he was a 
patient again this time for a gall bladder operation. 

Then Frank — the stand-up comedian — got the 
crowd laughing. 

“I was really going to get heavily involved in this 
and tell you all about it. As a matter of fact, I said to 
(Hospital Director) Mark (Mundy), would it be more 
dramatic if 1 opened my shirt and showed you my gall 
bladder scar and Mark said, ‘if you do that mayor, 
you're going to be the first patient in the new psychia- 
try area.” 

It was a certainly a day to remember for the mayor 
and his family. 

As the ceremony concluded after a parade of speak- 
ers, Frank was asked to join Mundy in a plaque unveil-

“The next month is ‘gomg to be one of the most important parts 
of the next two years.” 

“We'll be making changes but I want to be sure that we will 
be making changes for the better not just making changes for the 
sake of change.” 

McCauley met with Mayor Arthur H. Tobin on Friday, Nov. 6 
to discuss the transition period and both men called the meeting 
“good.” 

AUDITOR’S JOB TO BE SPLIT? 

The City Council’s special committee to choose a city auditor 
planned to meet Monday, Nov. 23 in the Council Chambers to 
discuss changes in the office and candidates for the post. 

William Grindlay had been acting auditor since last spring 
when Charles L. Shea retired. Seven applicants were seeking to 
replace him. 

Council President Leo J. Kelly said he doesn’t think that the 
committee, which is made up of the Council as a whole, will 
reach any decision on a nomination at the meeting. 

One of the changes that will be discussed was the possibility 
of splitting the job in two with a comptroller to handle day-to-day 
affairs and an auditor to review the records.

We need 
to rekindle our patriotism 
because America has been 
under constant attack as 
of late. America is a good 
country with good people. 
We are not perfect people 
but we try to improve from 
generation to generation.

There are some among us 
with loud boisterous voices 
trying to shut down civil 
discourse.

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John Adams Honored On 286th Birthday Anniversary 


Wreath-Laying Ceremony At 
United First Parish Church 
Remembers Second President 


By TOM GORMAN 

President John Adams 
and his legacy of duty and 
faith was honored during a 
ceremony at the United First 
Parish Church in Quincy 
Center on the 286th anniver- 
sary of his birthday. 

Local students, officials, 
and visitors gathered on Fri- 
day, Oct. 29 in the church 
sanctuary where Adams and 
his family worshiped to pay 
tribute to the nation’s sec- 
ond president. The ceremo- 
ny featured the laying of the 
Presidential Wreath on Ad- 
ams’ tomb sent by President 
Joe Biden. 

Church President Jim 
Petosa welcomed the gath- 
ering and noted that Adams 
and his son, John Quincy 
Adams who served as the 
sixth president of the United 
States, are both entombed 
in the parish’s crypt next 
to their respective wives, 
Abigail Adams, and Louisa 
Catherine Adams. 

Adams was born on Oct. 
30, 1735 in the North Pre- 

Braintree which 
Quincy and 
| wt trom 

7 to 1801. Prior to that 
he was a Massachusetts 
delegate to the Continen- 
tal Congress and served as 
George Washington’s vice 
president for two terms. A 
Harvard University gradu- 
ate, Adams was an attorney 
and a diplomat, and spear- 
headed the drafting of the 
Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 

City Council President 
Nina Liang noted how Ad- 
ams helped “shaped the city 
we call home” and that the 
ceremony’s theme of duty 
and faith correlates how the 
pandemic and the “unprece- 
dented times of the past two 


years” has brought the com- 
munity together. 

“We must remember the 
duties we have to one anoth- 
er but have faith there will 
be light at the end of this 
tunnel,” she said. 

Liang recited a saying 
that “the rising tide lifts all 
ships.” 

“IT believe that our city, 
because of the community 
that we are, has been that 
rising tide,” she said. “We 
have come together to sup- 
port small businesses, to 
reach out to lend a hand 
to our neighbor, and to en- 
sure what we had to endure 
we're not doing so alone. 
We will come out of these 
unprecedented times better, 
most importantly, together.” 

Liang said that Adams’ 
legacy should “inspire each 
of us to continue to rise to 
the challenge of what it truly 
means to serve others, to be 
unafraid of challenges to 
come, and to move our city 
forward together.”

Patrick’s Pumpkin Pie 


Today’s recipe for pumpkin pie, made with a real pump- 
kin instead of canned, was given to my granddaughter, Sta- 
cey’s daughter Aileen by her friend Patrick. This is his 
favorite way to enjoy pumpkin pie. When Stacey made the 
pie, she also made me a small, individual one, and I have to 
agree with Patrick using fresh pumpkin is the way to make 
a real pumpkin pie. It takes a little more time, but certainly 
worth it. 


Directi 1 Incredient 


Pastry for Single-Crust Pie: 
land 1/3 cups all-purpose flour 
¥% teaspoon salt 

% cup shortening 

3and % tablespoons cold water 


(Or you can purchase a ready-made pie crust from the 
grocery store.) 


Filling: 


2 cups mashed, cooked pumpkin 

1 (12 fluid ounce) can evaporated milk 
2 eggs, beaten 

% cup packed brown sugar 

¥% teaspoon ground cinnamon 

¥% teaspoon ground nutmeg 

¥ teaspoon salt 


Preheat oven to 400 degrees F 


Prepare pie crust by mixing together the flour and salt. 
Cut shortening into flour; add cold water 1 tablespoon at 
a time (you may need only 3 tablespoons, or up to 4 table- 
spoons). Mix dough and repeat until dough is moist enough 
to hold together. 

With lightly floured, hands shape dough into a ball. 

On a lightly floured board roll dough out to about 1/8- 
inch thickness. With a sharp knife, cut dough 1 1/2 inch 
larger than the upside-down 8- to 9-inch pie pan. 

Gently roll the dough around the rolling pin and transfer 
it right-side up onto the pie pan. Unroll, easing dough into 
the bottom of the pie pan. 

To prepare the fresh pumpkin: Use 1 1/2 pounds of skin- 
on, raw pumpkin to yield 2 cups of mashed. Halve pumpkin 
and scoop out seeds and stringy portions. Cut pumpkin into 
chunks. 

In saucepan over medium heat, in 1 inch of boiling wa- 
ter, heat the pumpkin to a boil. Reduce heat to low, cover, 
and simmer for 30 minutes or until tender. Drain, cool and 
remove the peel. Return pumpkin to the saucepan and mash 
with a potato masher. 

In a large bowl, beat pumpkin with evaporated milk, 
eggs, brown sugar, cinnamon, ginger, nutmeg and salt with 
an electric mixer or immersion blender. Mix well. Pour into 
a prepared crust. » 

Bake 40 minutes or until when a knife is inserted and 
comes out clean. 

If your pumpkin is large enough, you may double this 
recipe to make two pies.

Cinnamon- Apple Rolls — Easy Bake 


This recipe for Cinnamon Apple rolls is an exception- 
ally great recipe given to me by my Baking Club. As all 
of my readers know, I never use cake mixes, canned soups 
or any other type of prepared foods in any of my recipes 
in my column, but this recipe is an exception because it is 
from my Baking Club and there are just three ingredients. 
While baking the aroma wafting from the oven was amaz- 
ing. This recipe is amazing for a busy person, who has little 
prep time but wants to make something delicious for family 
and friend. 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees — grease a 9 x 13 baking pan

2 cans of Pillsbury cinnamon rolls 
1 can of apple pie filling 
¥% cup chopped nuts 


Cut the cinnamon rolls in quarters and place in a large 
bowl add the apple pie filling and the nuts. 

Mix all together well. 

Pour into greased 9 x 13 baking pan, bake at 350 degrees 
for 45 minutes. Top with icing while warm from oven. 


Raisin Spice Cake 


This recipe has been in my column before, and it is won- 
derful spice cake recipe that I received from my mother and 
I have baked dozens of times over the years. This spice 
cake is delicious and it is a must for Thanksgiving Day. The 
nice thing is the ingredients can all be blended in one pot. 


Preheat oven to 350 — With a pastry brush thoroughly 
grease a bundt pan 

Bring 2 cups of water to a boil. 

Add: 1 cup of Raisins 

Boil for 5 minutes 

Turn off heat and add: 

1 stick of unsalted butter and mix well 

In a separate bowl add: 

1% cups of flour 

1 cup of sugar (you can also use % cup instead) 

1 teaspoon of Baking Soda 

1 teaspoon of Cloves (ground cloves) 

1 teaspoon of ginger 

1 heaping teaspoon of cinnamon 

1/2 teaspoon of nutmeg 


Mix all dry ingredients together. Add Raisin mixture to 
the dry ingredients and mix well. 

Pour into a well-greased bundt pan. 

Bake at 350 for about 35 minutes or until toothpick or 
fork come out clean. You can use a cake pan or bundt pan; 
maybe even a loaf pan. 

Frost or ice the cake ~ this is optional. (Ssee icing recipe 
below) 

Icing Recipe 

Milk 

Butter (1 stick) 

1 box Confectionary Sugar 

Mix together confectionary sugar and butter or marga- 
rine and milk two tablespoons at a time. You may need 6 
or 8 tablespoons, watch consistency before each addition. 

You want frosting/icing to be thick and creamy. 


Sausage Stuffing 


It is so hard to believe that Thanksgiving is just around 
the corner and this is a recipe for Sausage Stuffing. 

I consider stuffing to be the most important side dish to 
go with a turkey dinner. And today the recipe is made with 
sausage and chestnuts. 

If you don’t like sausage, you can use mushrooms and 
chestnuts if you prefer. 


Ingredients and Directions 


3 sweet sausages, skinned or fresh equivalent 

1 cup of cooked chestnuts cut in half 

(If using mushrooms use a package of sliced mush- 
rooms cut in half) 

2 tablespoons oil (olive oil or vegetable oil) 

2 stalks of celery, diced 

1 small onion chopped. 

1 large bag of stuffing mix (I use Pepperidge Farm) 

Soak with water or chicken stock 

% cup sherry wine or white wine (optional) 


Sauté the onion and celery, add the sausage meat and the 
chestnuts or mushrooms for a couple of minutes. 

Add the stuffing mix and mix until well blended. 

Now you can do use this stuffing in either of two ways. 

Either place the stuffing in a slightly greased casserole 
dish or make sure that the stuffing is cooled completely and 
then stuff the turkey. (This is your choice.) 

Bake at 350 degrees for 25 minutes if using a casserole 
dish.

Corn Casserole 


There is nothing like eating sweet, fresh, buttery corn 
on the cob on a warm summer day. When summer is over 
you can still enjoy the great taste of corn — just a little dif- 
ferently. 

I was given this recipe for Corn Casserole from my 
daughter, Ann Marie and I liked it because it has five easy 
ingredients with items most of us already have at home in 
our kitchens. 

The only thing about this recipe is that it uses Jiffy Mix 
and I am a “from scratch” cook, but when you try and taste 
today’s recipe you will be delighted with the results.

Then fold in Jiffy Corn Muffin mix, mixing until well 
blended. 

Pour batter in prepared pan and bake in a 350-degree 
oven for 30 — 35 minutes. 

You can double this recipe, but it will take a bit longer to 
bake. Top should be lightly browned.

About Paying SS Tax 
While Still Working

Dear Rusty: Upon being let go in 2009 at age 65 from 
my full time job of 30 years, I immediately applied for So- 
cial Security for my wife and I to live on while seeking em- 
ployment. Not finding anything full time, I ended up work- 
ing part time for the past 9 years driving a school bus for 
an hourly wage. Even though my wife and I are collecting 
Social Security, my wages are still being taxed for it. While 
I don’t feel this is fair, the real rub (to me) is the fact that my 
Social Security payroll deductions for the past nine years 
do not seem to be resulting in an increase in the amount of 
Social Security we receive. Meanwhile, a friend, who is our 
age and a business owner, mentioned the amount he is taxed 
for SS as a sole proprietor is somehow being returned to 
him from time to time. Therefore, could you please explain 
what’s happening here and whether we are due some kind of 
adjustment? Signed: Working Still at 74 

Dear Still Working: I cannot comment on your friend’s 
assertion that as a sole proprietor business owner his self- 
employment SS tax is somehow being “returned to him 
from time to time.” I can, however, tell you that the rules 
for business owners are the same as for those who do not 
own a business, except that a business owner pays both the 
employee and employer portion of Social Security employ- 
ment taxes. 

Essentially, the only way paying into Social Security now 
(via payroll taxes or self-employment taxes) will increase 
your SS benefit amount is if your income in any recent year 
is more than your earnings in any of the 35 highest earning 
years over your lifetime used to compute your SS benefit. 
When your Social Security benefit was originally comput- 
ed, all years in your lifetime earnings history through age 59 
were adjusted for inflation and the highest earning 35 years 
were selected to develop your “average indexed monthly 
earnings” (AIME). A formula was applied to your AIME 
to determine your “Primary Insurance Amount” or “PIA,” 
which is the amount you get if you claim benefits to start 
in the month you reach your full retirement age (FRA). If 
you claimed at age 65, your SS benefit was slightly reduced 
from your PIA because you claimed before your FRA. 

Although you have been and are still working part time, 
and you’re paying into Social Security while doing so, your 
personal SS benefit will not increase unless your current 
earnings are more than any of those in the 35 years original- 
ly used to determine your benefit when you claimed. The in- 
flation adjustment influences your past years’ earnings more 
than you might expect; for example, $50,000 earned in 1990 
would require more than $125,000 in today’s earnings to 
change your benefit. Remember that your contributions to 
Social Security while you are working do not go into a per- 
sonal account for you. All who work are required to pay 
into Social Security, and the money paid is used to help pay 
benefits to those already receiving Social Security. And that 
doesn’t change when you start collecting SS — if you con- 
tinue to work you must still pay Social Security tax and the 
money you pay goes to help pay benefits for all recipients.

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Cont’d From Page 7 
said. 

Gora added that Adams 
instilled to his son, John 
Quincy Adams, the “impor- 
tance of moral character, 
self-discipline, and a strong 
educational foundation.” 

“So many of the ideals 
of the nation we know today 
are due to the foundation 
of our educational system 
and civic responsibility pro- 
moted by John Adams,” she 
said. 

Woodward School se- 
nior Zoe Maher said that 
the recent events of the 
pandemic, a divided nation, 
insurrection, propaganda, 
and a government in tur- 
moil “never thought could 
or would describe the his- 
torical context of my high 
school experience.” 

She connected today’s 
uncertainty to the uncertain- 
ty that John and Abigail Ad- 
ams must have faced during 
their lives: For them, Maher 
explained, it was all about 
duty to the nation. 

“Duty was the driving 
force of John Adams’ life,” 
she said. “He was bound by 
duty. Duty to the cause of 
America, duty to the com- 
mon good. For John and 
Abigail Adams, duty was 
synonymous with sacrifice.” 

She said that duty 
brought Adams _ overseas 
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President John Adams Honored 
On 286th Birthday Anniversary 


to serve as a diplomat and 
to later hold this country’s 
highest office, and it was 
duty that kept Abigail here 
to maintain their Quincy 
farm in John’s absence. 

Maher went on to say 
that we should emulate Ad- 
ams’ sense of duty. 

“If we approach ev- 
erything that we do with 
awareness, consideration, 
kindness, empathy, and hu- 
mor, if we recognize this as 
our duty, then every aspect 
of our society will not only 
benefit, but it will thrive,” 
she said. “Without devoting 
ourselves to each other, to 
the people of our society, we 
can never truly devote our- 
selves to democracy.” 

Kelly Cobble of the Ad- 
ams National Historical 
Park credited John Adams’ 
parents for instilling into 
him “honesty, empathy, and 
fairness,” values that shaped 
his character. She detailed 
his life and political career, 
noting that Adams’ greatest 
achievement was negotiat- 
ing the Treaty of Paris end- 
ing the Revolutionary War. 

“That was the jewel in 
his crown after a life of ded- 
icated public service,” said 
Cobble. 

Cobble said that Adams 
once wrote that American 
citizens’ “obligations to our 
country never cease.” 


UNITED FIRST PARISH Church historian Bill Westland ex- 
plains that the Presidential Wreath laying, honoring deceased 
presidents on their birthdays, began more than 50 years ago. 


She added that Adams 
will be remembered for his 
moral leadership. 

“His sense of duty has us 
remember him for his deter- 
mination, integrity, and hon- 
esty,” she said. 

The ceremony concluded 
with the laying of the Presi- 
dential Wreath on Adams’ 
tomb in the crypt in the 
basement of the church by 
an honor guard from the 
Quincy Naval Operational 
Support Center.

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On Friday, Oct. 29, members of the Quincy Police Drug 
Control Unit were conducting surveillance in the North 
Quincy area. 

At approximately 9 p.m., detectives observed a 2021 
black Honda Passport traveling south on Hancock St. A 
query of the license plate revealed the vehicle was stolen. 
A few minutes later, detectives located the vehicle parked 
in the Knights of Columbus parking lot. There was a func- 
tion going on at the time with several people standing in the 
parking lot.

As Officer Dabilis got closer, he observed that the Honda 
Passport had been involved in an accident with two other 
vehicles, one of which was in the middle lane with major 
rear end damage.

The Nov. 2 ballot also 
featured four contested City 
Council races. 

In the race for council- 
lor at-large, incumbent Noel 
DiBona finished in _ first 
place with 7,732 votes and 
was also the top vote get- 
ter in all six wards. Fellow 
incumbents Anne Mahoney 
(6,917 votes) and Nina Li- 
ang (6,720) were also re- 
elected. Challenger William 
Burke came in fourth 2,705 
votes. 

DiBona and Liang were 
elected to their fourth terms 
on the council and Ma- 
honey her third. DiBona and 
Mahoney both previously 
served on the school board. 

In the Ward 1 council 
race, incumbent David Mc- 
Carthy bested challenger Jo- 
seph Murphy, 1,493 to 931. 
McCarthy, a former member 


of the School Committee, 
won a third term and has 
defeated Murphy in each of 
the last three elections. 

McCarthy swept all five 
precincts in Ward 1, which 
includes Houghs Neck, Ger- 
mantown, Merrymount and 
parts of Quincy Center and 
Quincy Point. 

In the Ward 2 council 
race, incumbent Anthony 
Andronico defeated chal- 
lenger Steven Perdios, 851 
to 546. Andronico topped 
the ballot in all six precincts 
in the ward, which covers 
most of Quincy Point and 
Penn’s Hill. 

Andronico was appoint- 
ed to the Ward 2 seat in 
January following the resig- 
nation of long-time council- 
lor Brad Croall. Andronico, 
who had been serving on the 
School Committee prior to 
joining the council, said he 


appreciated the support of 
the voters of Ward 2 who 
elected him to his first full 
term on the council. 

“Thank you to the voters 
of Ward 2 for putting your 
trust in me to continue serv- 
ing as your Councillor for 
the next two years. We won 
every precinct and finished 
with over 60 percent of the 
vote and I am truly humbled 
by your support,” Androni- 
co said in a statement. 

“I entered public office 
four years ago at 24 years 
old because I wanted to help 
make a positive difference 
in my hometown. Although 
the roles have changed since 
that time, our goal has al- 
ways remained the same 
and I am proud of what we 
have accomplished. As your 
Councillor, we have made a 
lot of progress over the past 
year to make our neighbor- 


hoods a better place to call 
home. 

“We will face many chal- 
lenges in the years ahead 
- keeping Quincy afford- 
able, managing traffic and 
development, repairing our 
infrastructure, investing in 
education, and more - but I 
know we can find solutions 
if we work together. 

“I’d also like to take a 
moment to thank my oppo- 
nent, Steve Perdios, who ran 
a class campaign focused on 
the issues - which is some- 
thing we’re seeing less of in 
politics these days. 

“I’m looking forward to 
getting back to work for the 
people of Quincy.” 

In the Ward 5 council 
race, incumbent Charles 
Phelan Jr. fended off a chal- 
lenge from Stephen Christo, 
1,200 to 797. Phelan was 
seeking his second consecu- 


tive term; he previously 
represented Ward 5 on the 
council from 1988 to 1996. 
Phelan and Christo had 
faced off two years ago. 

In this year’s election, 
Phelan won Precincts 2, 
3, 4 and 5 — precincts that 
cover portions of Wollaston 
and Hospital Hill. Christo 
won in Precinct 1, which in- 
cludes part of Quincy Cen- 
ter and abutting neighbor- 
hoods to the south of Quarry 
and School streets. 

The remaining incum- 
bent councillors — Ward 3 
Councillor Ian Cain, Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci. 
and Ward 6 Councillor Wil- 
liam Harris — were all unop- 
posed. Cain garnered 1,169 
votes on Election Day, Pal- 
mucci finished with 932 and 
Harris had 1,401. 

Cain and Harris were 
seeking their fourth terms 


and Palmucci his seventh. 

The new City Council 
term is likely set to begin on 
Jan. 3. It has yet to be deter- 
mined whether that ceremo- 
ny will be held in-person or 
remotely. 

Turnout in the final elec- 
tion was 16.9 percent, with 
10,807 of Quincy’s 63,938 
eligible voters casting bal- 
lots. City Clerk Nicole Cris- 
po had predicted a turnout 
between 15 and 18 percent 
ahead of Election Day. 

Turnout was highest in 
Ward 1, where 23.5 percent 
of voters went to the polls. 
Ward 5 had the second high- 
est turnout at 20.19 percent 
and Ward 6 was third at 
17.74 percent. Ward 3 had 
the fourth highest turnout 
(15.25 percent) followed by 
Ward 2 (14.41 percent) and 
Ward 4 (10.81 percent). 


Bill Would End Life Without Parole Sentence In MA

year. The bill would apply 
retroactively to those al- 
ready serving such sentenc- 
es, making them eligible 
for parole after serving 25 
years, and end the practice 
prospectively. 

Sen. John Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat, is among 
the cosponsors of the legis- 
lation. In a recent interview, 
Keenan said he cosponsored 
the bill because he believes 
it is worthy of discussion. 

“T have co-sponsored it 
because I think it is worthy 
of discussion. Whether it 
would pass or not, I don’t 
know,” Keenan said. 

“I generally take the po- 
sition that if there is strong 
support on one side or there 
is strong opposition to it, 
‘particularly if there is sig- 
nificant support, then we 
should move it forward, de- 
bate it and make a decision. 
I’m not a big believer that 
you just kind of squash bills 
for the sake of squashing 
them, so I would co-sponsor 
it to move it forward.” 

Conceptually, Keenan 
said he would support end- 


ing life sentences without 
the possibility parole, but 
would need to see what the 
final bill looks like first. 

“Depending again on the 
details of the bill, that would 
determine whether I would 
ultimately vote in favor of 
whatever bill comes before 
the Senate,” he stated. 

“Conceptually I think 
there is some merit to the 
idea that after 25 years 
somebody should have the 
opportunity to make a case, 
but I also am fully aware 
that the families of victims 
have a say in this as well 
and they go through the 
trauma of being a victim of 
a crime, whether it is a loved 
one or themselves, and they 
think in a lot of cases that a 
life sentence means that’s 
it — that they don’t have to 
deal with that trauma. So, I 
am very sensitive to that as 
well and that will factor in 
as to ultimately what I think 
the bill would look like and 
whether I would support it 
ultimately.” 

“Tt really comes down to 
the details,” Keenan added. 
“There has to be a balance 


between victims and their 
families’ rights and the role 
of our correctional system. 
Is it to punish? Is it to reha- 
bilitate? 

“There may be some cas- 
es where it is quite clear that 
the person should stay in jail 
forever and there may be 
some cases where it is clear 
that there is no benefit to so- 
ciety in keeping the person 
incarcerated. It’s a_ really 
difficult issue, but I think 
it is something that should 
be discussed and if the will 
is to bring it forward, then 
I would consider it in more 
detail.” 

Keenan noted the legis- 
lation would not be a get- 
out-of-jail-free card for 
those currently sentenced to 
life without parole, as they 
would still need to make a 
case to be released. 

“This would not be a 
get-out-of-jail-free card,” 
he said. “It just gives some- 
body the ability to apply for 
parole and they have to go 
through the entire process of 
applying and then having a 
hearing and convincing the 
parole board that they are 
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suitable for release. 

“If there hasn’t been re- 
habilitation, if there hasn’t 
been good behavior, if 
there is any reason that they 
shouldn’t be released, they 
wouldn’t be, and they would 
continue on with their life 
sentence.” 

Keenan likewise noted 
there is no definitive proof 
that life sentences without 
the possibility of parole de- 
ter people from committing 
crimes. 

“IT don’t know if it has 
ever been fully proven that 
the death penalty or life sen- 
tences without parole serve 
as much of a deterrent,” he 
said. :It depends obviously 


on the crime but so many 
crimes are crimes of pas- 
sion. So many crimes are 
crimes related to substance 
use for instance, people are 
intoxicated or things like 
that. 

“There are sO many 
variables as to what causes 
somebody to commit a 
crime that results in a life 
sentence without parole and 
I’m not sure that in the com- 
mission of that crime they 
are at that moment consid- 
ering the consequences. I 
don’t know for sure, I’ve 
never been in that situation, 
thankfully, but I’m not sure 
it is something that they 


consider when they are in 
the act of committing the 
crime.” 

There are currently more 
than 1,000 prisoners serv- 
ing life sentences without 
the possibility of parole 
in Massachusetts, Keenan 
said, based on figures Mi- 
randa, the bill’s sponsor, has 
stated. That number is rela- 
tively high compared to the 
Bay State’s total population, 
Keenan said. 

“T think New York has 
significantly fewer life sen- 
tences than we do, even 
though it is a significantly 
larger state,” he said. “We 
have a relatively high num- 
ber.”

O’Donnell Sees Decline In Norfolk County Real Estate Activity 


Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam O’Donnell reports an 
across-the-board — decline 
in real estate activity for 
Norfolk County in October 
2021. Declines were seen in 
both real estate sales and in 
mortgage lending. 

“The Norfolk Coun- 
ty real estate market has 
started to slow down and 
decline,” O’Donnell said. 
“There were 14,433 docu- 
ments recorded at the Nor- 
folk County Registry of 
Deeds which is a 20 percent 
decrease over last year’s 
October document volume. 

“During the month of 
October in 2021, a total of 
1,590 residential and com- 
mercial real estate sales 
were recorded countywide, 


resulting in a 15 percent 
drop from the previous 
year’s October numbers. 
Additionally, the total dol- 
lar volume of these residen- 
tial and commercial sales 
decreased by 22 perecent 
to $973.1 million year over 
year, as well as declined in 
the average sale price by 
1 percent to $1,009,538,” 
O’ Donnell noted. 

Although there were less 
mortgages recorded the total 
amount of money borrowed 
for mortgages County wide 
was over 2.5 billon, a 13 
percent increase compared 
to October 2020. 

““While some of the mort- 
gages are due to purchases 
and sales of real estate, 
other mortgages are due to

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refinancing existing mort- 
gages,’ O’Donnell said. 
“Individuals have different 
motivations to refinance. 
Some refinance to reduce 
their monthly payments, 
others to take some years off 
their debt while still others 
are using the money to pay 
for home improvements and 
other capital expenditures.” 

One continuing cause 
for concern, however in 
Norfolk County, was fore- 
closures. A moratorium on 
foreclosures in place during 
the pandemic in 2020 was 
lifted on October 17, 2020. 
This moratorium was in 
place due to the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

The Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds has been 
closely watching the fore- 
closure market.

~ said. “However, there were 


15 Notices to Foreclosure 
Mortgages, the first step 
in the foreclosure ; process, 
recorded here in Norfolk 
County in October of 2021. 
A foreclosure recording is 
very impactful on those be- 
ing foreclosed on. During 
October of 2020 there were 
3 Foreclosure Deeds and 
2 Notices to Foreclosure 
Mortgages filed as opposed 
to this year’s 15 Notices to 
Foreclosure Mortgages.” 

“These numbers remind 
us that some of our neigh- 
bors continue to face finan- 
cial challenges,” O’Donnell 
said. “We will continue to 
monitor these numbers.” 

Additionally, for the past 
several years, the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
has partnered with Quincy 
Community Action Pro- 
grams, 617-479-8181 x376, 
and NeighborWorks Hous- 
ing Solutions, 508-587- 
0950 to help anyone fac- 
ing challenges paying their 
mortgage. 

Another option for 
homeowners is to contact 
the Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Consumer Advo- 
cacy and Response Division 
(CARD) at 617-727-8400. 

“If you are having diffi- 
culty paying your monthly 
mortgage, please consider 
contacting one of these non- 
profit agencies for help and 
guidance,” O’Donnell said. 


Homestead recordings by 
owners of homes and con- 
dominiums decreased this 
year at the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds in Octo- 
ber. There was a 22 per- 
cent decrease in homestead 
recordings in October 2021 
compared to October 2020. 

“A Homestead,” noted 
O’Donnell, “provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of an individ- 
ual’s primary residence to 
Satisfy unsecured debt up 
to $500,000. It is great to 
see folks protecting the big- 
gest asset most of us have, 
our homes. I would urge 
anyone who has not availed 
themselves of this important 
consumer protection tool to 
consider doing so. Please 
visit the Registry website 
at www.norfolkdeeds.org 
to get more information on 
homestead protection.” 

O’Donnell concluded: 

“Without question Oc- 
tober was a disappointing 
month for real estate activity 
in Norfolk County. Avail- 
able real estate inventory 
continues to be a constant 
source of concern in Nor- 
folk County. It’s especially 
been a problem for first-time 
homebuyers attempting 
to crack the market. Also, 
things may be slowing down 
compared to past real estate 
indicators. 

“The Registry of Deeds 
was operational every work 
day during the pandemic. 
The Registry of Deeds con- 
tinues to be open to the pub-

lic for business, however 
that is being evaluated as the 
COVID-19 developments 
unfold.

a new rescue/disaster re- 
sponse vehicle. 

City officials said the 
Polaris Ranger all terrain 
utility vehicle (UTV) will 
significantly improve emer- 
gency response times in the 
city to reach locations, both 
urban and off-road, where 
larger emergency vehicles 
generally cannot operate. 
The vehicle features a two- 
person medical transport 


skid and 4,500-pound ca- 
pacity rescue winch. 

The vehicle will be im- 
mediately available for 
emergency response opera- 
tions to both the Quincy Fire

¢ Drivers who have slept

AAA recommends that 
drivers: 

¢ Should not rely on their 
bodies to provide warning 
signs for drowsiness and 
should instead prioritize 
getting at least seven hours 
of sleep before hitting the 
road. 


¢ Travel at times of the

¢ Avoid heavy foods. 

¢ Avoid medications that 
cause drowsiness or other 
impairment. — 

Driving in the Dark & 
Headlights 

“Dark conditions can 
make it harder to see when 
driving. Lack of visibility 
can make for unsafe driv- 
ing conditions. As we adjust 
to the end of daylight sav- 
ing time, it’s a good time 
to check the illumination of 
your headlights,” Maguire 
said. 


¢ With 50% of crashes 
occurring at night, drivers 
should check their head- 
lights for signs of deteriora- 
tion and invest in new head- 
lights or, at a minimum, a 
low-cost. service visit to 
boost the safety of driving 
after dark. 

o Headlights can show 
signs of deterioration after 
3 years but most commonly 
by year 5. 

¢ AAA suggests drivers 
check their headlights for 
changes in appearance such 
as yellowing or clouding. If 
the bulb is difficult to see, it 
is time to have the lens re- 


placed or restored as soon as 
possible. 

o Replacement and resto- 
ration services are available 
at most repair shops, includ- 
ing AAA Approved Auto 
Repair facilities.

The new mayor wasted 
no time in establishing a 
tight rein over city finances. 
Drawing on his financial 
background, McCauley 
worked to eliminate gov- 


personal responsibility for 
preparing the city’s budget. 
He completed the school 
closings already in progress 
and implemented a school 
reorganization plan, institut- 
ing the middle-school plan 
still in effect today. And 
on the recommendation of 
then City Solicitor William 
Golden, McCauley _ filed 
the lawsuit that led to the 
creation of the Mass. Water 
Resources Authority and the 
ultimate clean-up of Quincy 
Bay. 

Within five years, Mc- 
Cauley had turned the $10 
million free cash deficit 
into a $10 million surplus, 
earning national recognition 
when McCauley was select- 
ed by the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors to receive its Fi- 
nancial Leadership Award. 
McCauley was later chosen 
to lead the U.S. Conference

of Mayors’ delegation on a 
10-day trip to Taiwan. 

At the same time, the 
McCauley administration 
upgraded the Quincy Police 
Station, built a new ani- 
mal shelter and completed 
a renovation and addition 
to Quincy City “Hospital. 
Private development also 
boomed: McCauley’s eight 
years as mayor saw the con- 
struction of both Presidents 
Place and the Crown Colony 
Office Park. 

In July 1988, as a creden- 
tialed reporter for The Quin- 
cy Sun, McCauley covered 
the Democratic National 
Convention in Atlanta. Mc- 
Cauley wrote a number of 
articles on the convention, at 
which Massachusetts Gov. 
Michael Dukakis received 
the Democratic nomination 
for president. Dukakis was 
later defeated by Republi- 
can nominee George H.W. 
Bush. 

Changing Times 

McCauley’s term of of- 
fice coincided with a dra- 
matic change in the city 
population, as an influx of 
Asian immigrants came to 
Quincy. His administration 
was credited with welcom- 
ing the new residents, secur- 
ing state funding for adult 
ESL classes and instituting 
a computerized language 
translation service at the 
police department. The city 
also hired a community edu- 
cation coordinator, a trilin- 
gual outreach advocate and 
an emergency interpreter for 
the police. For its efforts, 
the McCauley admuinistra- 
tion received a gubernato- 
rial citation in 1989 recog- 
nizing its Asian outreach 
initiatives. 

After serving four terms 
as mayor, McCauley decid- 
ed not to run again, leaving 
the mayor’s office in Janu- 
ary 1990. The following 
year, he began a six-year 
term as executive direc- 
tor of the State Retirement 
Board under State Treasurer 
Joseph Malone. In 1996, 
he returned to the Quincy 
School Committee and in 
1997, he was re-elected to 
the City Council. He served 
as a councillor-at-large until 
January 2006, ending his 
political career as the coun- 
cil president. In addition to 
serving four terms as mayor, 
McCauley served in pub- 
lic office under seven other 
mayors: Amelio Della Chie- 
sa, James McIntyre, Walter 
Hannon, Joseph LaRaia, 
Arthur Tobin, James Sheets 
and William Phelan. 

That experience would 
prove useful when in the late 
1990s McCauley authored 
a book on Quincy’s politi- 
cal history at the request of 
then-Mayor James Sheets 
as part of the city’s millen-

his retirement from politics, 
McCauley wrote the weekly 
“Quincy’s Yesterdays” col- 
umn for The Quincy Sun 
through December 2011. He 
was proud of the fact that he 
compiled 297 columns and 
never once missed a dead- 
line. 

In 2019, McCauley pub- 
lished his autobiography. 
Frank: From  Bootlegger 
to Banker and Beyond re- 
counted his improbable rise 
from clam digger to mayor. 
The book is available on 
Amazon.com. 

Community Service 

Less well-known than his 
political career was McCau- 
ley’s involvement in numer- 
ous charities and commu- 
nity service activities over 
the years. He served on the 
Selective Service Board and 
the Quincy Housing Author- 
ity Board in the 1960s and 
1970s and later was appoint 
ed by Mayor William Phel 
an to serve on the Quincy 
Retirement Board. 

A member of the Elks 
Lodge and the McKeon 
Amvets Post, McCauley 
was a longtime member and 
past president of the Quincy 
Lions Club. In 2010, he be- 
came the club’s first 50-year 
member; in recognition of 
his support for the club’s 
charitable activities, the 


by creating the Frank Mc- 
Cauley Community Service 
Award, presented each year 
to a local “unsung hero” 
who aids the community. 

McCauley himself was 
the recipient of numerous 
community awards, includ- 
ing the Quincy Jewish War 
Veterans “Man of the Year 
Award” and The Quincy 
Sun’s “Citizen of the Year 
Award.” 

He was also a dedicated 
Red Cross blood donor, a 
practice he began during 
the Blizzard of ’78 when the 
state asked business leaders 
to rally their employees to 
give blood. Thereafter, Mc- 
Cauley was a regular donor, 
personally donating more 
than 16 gallons of blood to 
the Red Cross.

Following her 
death, McCauley moved 
to Florida to live with his 
daughter before moving to 
a memory care facility. He 
would survive a second bout 
with COVID and several 
health challenges before 
passing away on the 40th 
anniversary of his first elec- 
tion as Quincy’s mayor. 

McCauley is survived by 
his five children: Michael 
J. (Elise) of Quincy, Rob- 
ert H. (Sharon) of Natick, 
Melissa Higgins (Steven) 
of Holbrook, Julie Tympan- 
ick (John) of Plymouth, and 
Jennifer. Logue (David) of 
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children and a great-grand- 
son.

Mayor Thomas Koch 
ordered flags at all public 
facilities in Quincy be low- 
ered to half-staff Tuesday in 
memory and tribute to for- 
mer Quincy Mayor Francis 
X. McCauley who passed 
away Nov. 3 at the age of 
91. 

Mr. McCauley’s funeral 
Mass was celebrated Tues- 
day morning at Holy Trin- 
ity Parish at Most Blessed 
Sacrament Church, Houghs 
Neck. 

In a statement following 
news of Mr. McCauley’s 
passing, Koch called the 
city’s 30th mayor “a no-non- 
sense leader” who helped 
guide the city through the 
economic challenges of the 
1980s including the imple- 
mentation of Proposition 2 
and a half. 

“Over the last half-cen- 
tury, few people have given 
as much of themselves to 
our beloved city as Frank 
McCauley, and on behalf a 
grateful community, I ex- 
tend my deepest sympathies 
to his five children and the 
entire McCauley family. 

“He became mayor dur- 
ing one of the most chal- 
lenging eras of local govern- 
ment -- the implementation 
of Proposition 2.5. It was a 


time that required some in- 


credibly difficult decisions, 


a steadfast resolve, and a 
singular focus on the city’s 
financial future. He was a 
no-nonsense leader and suf- 
fered no fools, making him a 
perfect fit to navigate those 
difficult times and making 
the city prosper along the 
way. 

“Beyond his accomplish- 
ments as mayor, there is no 
greater evidence of his love 
for this City than his return- 
ing to elected office as both 
a School Committee mem- 
ber and City Councilor, al- 
ways with a sharp eye on 
the City’s bottom line. He 
truly understood the value 
of public of service, and he 
believed in it. He served 
this community in one way 
or another for four decades, 
and we are without question 
a far better place today be- 
cause of Frank McCauley.

dedication on Armistice 
Day 1921, Rep. Hamilton 
Fish, Jr. of New York, was 


a founding member of The 
American Legion. He un- 
derstood that for America to 
remain the land of the free, 
it must honor and remember 
the brave. 

Veterans Day can _ be 
traced back to the armistice 
which ended “the Great 
War,” but it has evolved to 
honor all who have served 
in the U.S. military. This 
includes your relatives, your 
neighbors and people you 
have never met. It includes 
the Fortune 500 CEO, the 
blue-collar worker and the 
homeless. 

While we extend our 
gratitude to all veterans, it 
is the vulnerable who most 
need our support. Far too 
many veterans take their 
own lives. A recent report 
from the Department of Vet- 


erans Affairs revealed that in 
2019, 17.2 veterans per day 
committed suicide. USA 
Today reported that there 


was a 15 percent increase of 


suicide among active-duty 
troops in 2020. These are 
more than statistics. They 
are our parents, spouses, 
children and siblings. We 
have a moral responsibility 
to serve them as well as they 
have served this country. 

In The American Legion, 
we have initiated a “Buddy 
Check” program of peer- 
support and outreach to all 
veterans in our communi- 
ties. But this is just one tool. 
We must remove all stigmas 
associated with asking for 
help or being diagnosed 
with PTSD, depression or 
any condition that could 
lead one to take his or her 
own life. 


All of us could do more 
to prevent such tragedies. 
For starters, we should 
memorize, publicize and 
emphasize the Veteran Cri- 
sis Line at 1-800-273-8255, 
extension 1. That number, 
along with the option to 
text message at 838255 has 
been a lifesaver for many 
veterans in crisis situations. 
These resources, along with 
the ability to chat online at 
www.vVeteransCrisisLine. 
net/chat , can also help those 
who know a veteran at risk 
of suicide. 

There are many ways 
to show support for veter- 
ans. Hiring veterans and 
patronizing veteran-owned 
businesses can be game- 
changers. Volunteering at a 
VA facility, donating to your 
favorite veterans charity and 


simply thanking a veteran 
are among the many ways 
to help. 

In addition to person- 
al communications — with 
those who have served, we 
should expect our elected 
officials to remember those 
who enable them to govern, 
legislate and act on behalf 
of a free society. Not only 
should they produce poli- 
cies that address the health- 
care needs and wellbeing of 
all who Have served, they 
should commit to the prop- 
osition under which I was 
elected to lead The Ameri- 
can Legion: No Veteran Left 
Behind.

on a person over the age of 
14. and one count of simple 
assault. The verdicts came 
on the second day of jury 
deliberations following a 
week-long trial. 

Potter was sentenced to 
serve three to four years in 
prison after the guilty ver- 
dict was announced. 

Potter had been accused 
of fatally punching McCal- 


lum, age 44, of Bridgewa- 
ter. McCallum was rushed 
to Boston Medical Center 
around | a.m. on Jan. 27, 
2019, when he was found 
bleeding and unconscious 
outside the Nickerson 
American Legion Post on 
Moon Island Road after po- 
lice responded to a report of 
a large disorder. McCallum 
died on Jan. 28, 2019, after 
being taken off life support. 


McCallum was survived 
by his wife Kathy and their 
sons Ryan, Michael and 
Christopher. 

In a statement released 
by her brother, Bill Doyle, 
Kathy McCallum thanked 
prosecutors and police for 
their work during the inves- 
tigation and trial.

“We waited just shy of 
3 years to receive a small 
sense of justice following 
my husband Chris’ homi- 
cide. We take solace in the 
knowledge that Matthew 
Potter has been found guilty 
of involuntary manslaughter 
by a jury and will serve 3 
to 4 years in prison for his 
reckless actions, however 
no sentence will ever equal 
the life sentence imposed on 
all of us without Chris in our 
lives.” 

Prosecutors had said 
Christopher McCallum 
was at the Nickerson Post 
that night with his brother, 
William, to see a concert. 
Matthew Potter was also in 
attendance at the concern 
that night with his brother 
Steven, according to pros- 
ecutors. 

Prosecutors said Chris- 
topher McCallum tried to 
break up a fight in the park- 
ing lot between Matthew 
Potter and William Mc- 
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Callum. Matthew Potter’s 
lawyer, Kevin Reddington, 
said the McCallum brothers 
were the aggressors. 

The McCallum broth- 
ers ended up in a fray with 
Matthew Potter, who pros- 
ecutors said punched Chris- 
topher McCallum, who fell 
and hit his head. 

An autopsy conducted by 
the state medical examiner’s 
office determined McCal- 
lum’s death was a homicide 
caused by blunt force trau- 
ma. 

The Potter brothers were 
indicted in November 2019 
following a months-long 
investigation. Steven Potter 
was charged at that time on 
two counts of assault and 
one count of assault and bat- 
tery causing serious bodily 
injury, and pleaded not 
guilty at his arraignment. 
His charges are not related 
to McCallum’s death, pros- 
ecutors have said, but to two 
other victims from the same 
incident. Steven Potter’s 
trial will be held sometime 
next year. 

Christopher McCallum 
grew up on Deerfield Street 
in Squantum and was a 1992 
graduate of North Quincy 
High School. He was cap- 
tain of North’s football and 
hockey teams his senior 
year and was inducted into

the Quincy-North Quincy 
High Football Hall of Fame 
in 2016. 

Following the Potters’ ar- 
raignment, Norfolk District 
Attorney Michael Morrissey 
named an independent pros- 
ecutor, Daniel Bennett, to 
oversee the case. In a state- 
ment announcing the assign- 
ment, Morrissey said his 
office has no direct conflict 
of interest, but public confi- 
dence would be reinforced 
by the appointment of an in- 
dependent prosecutor. 

Bennett served as the 
secretary of the Executive 
Office of Public Safety and 
Security during Gov. Char- 
lie Baker’s first term in of- 
fice. Before working under 
Baker, Bennet had been the 
first assistant district attor- 
ney in Worcester County 
and prior to that had been a 
prosecutor in Middlesex and 
Suffolk Counties.

However, 
the second half went the 
way of Northampton; it put 
up two goals and shut the 
Presidents out, forcing the 
match into overtime. 

While neither team 
had any offensive success 
in the first 15 minutes of 
the match, the Presidents 
changed things shortly after 
that point. 

Antoine Johnson struck 
at the 16 minute mark, giv- 
ing the Presidents a 1-0 
lead. He found a loose ball 
to the left of the net. With 
the s Northampton _ goal- 
keeper defending the left 
side, Johnson looked right 
instead.

Six minutes later, the 
Presidents doubled _ their 
lead. This time, it was Alex 
Carmona who came up with 
the goal. He took the shot 
right out in front of the net 
with a Northampton defend- 
er guarding him. He got the 
ball off a forward pass; he 
headed the ball down so that 
way he could take a shot. 
The ball went into the top 
right section of the net. 

Although the Presidents 
took a lead into halftime, the 
lead didn’t last. 

Like the first half, there 
wasn't any scoring at the 
beginning of the second 
half. However, that changed 
at the 51 minute mark when 
Northampton got its first 
goal of the day. The goal 
came on a free kick, making 
it a 2-1 match. 

While the second goal 
of the half for Northampton 
didn’t come off a free kick, 
it happened because of one. 
Northampton took a free 
kick from the 15-yard line 
and while the Presidents 
made the stop, a forward 
regained possession and 
quickly took a shot, capi- 
talizing on a second chance 
opportunity. This tied the 
match with about five min- 
utes left in regulation, forc- 
ing it into overtime.

The Presidents tried to

Although the Presidents 
didn’t have a winning record 
this season, they made the 
playoffs because the Massa- 
chusetts Interscholastic Ath- 
letic Association changed 
its playoff format this year. 
The MIAA went from a sec- 
tional bracket where every 
team that had at least a 500 
winning percentage was 
guaranteed a playoff spot 
to a new statewide playoff 
format. It used power rank- 
ings to determine who got 
a playoff spot, giving the 


Presidents an opportunity to 
make it. It took team record, 
strength of schedule, and 
margins of victory/defeat 
into consideration.

The MIAA let 39 teams

The new _ statewide 
tournament also results in 
some long trips for teams. 
Northampton is in Hamp- 
shire County near Amherst. 
The high school in the town 
is 111 miles from Veterans’ 
Memorial Stadium by car, 
according to Google Maps. 

With their season com- 
ing to a close, the Presidents 
are set to lose a large senior 
class to graduation. They 
had 13 seniors on the team 
this season. Their roster 
also had six juniors and four 
sophomores on it. That said, 
the starting lineup could end 
up looking a lot different 
next season.

Quincy Football Falls To Silver Lake

Both offenses had no is- 
sue moving the ball last Fri- 
day night. 

While the Quincy High 
football team had plenty of 
success on offense, the same 
was true of their opponent, 
Silver Lake. The two played 
a tight game, but the Presi- 
dents came up short. Silver 
Lake won the non-playoff 
game at Veterans’ Memo- 
rial Stadium 34-28 and the 
Presidents fell to 4-4 on the 
season. 

The Presidents turned the 
ball over on downs on their 
first drive. While quarter- 
back Drew Boretti (9-for-

The stop came with about 
30 seconds left in the first 
half. The Presidents didn’t 
score on their next drive, so 
it was a 12-6 game at half- 
time. 

Silver Lake started the 
second half at their own 
45-yard line but had to punt 
after a few plays. A sack by 
linebacker Caleb Parsons- 
Gomes and an incompletion 
on a screen stunted the drive 
and eventually brought up 
fourth down. 

The Presidents capital- 
ized on the drive. Walker 
converted on a fourth-and- 
one with a five-yard run to 
the outside. Then Boretti hit 
a wide-open Ham for a 26- 
yard touchdown pass.

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Keenan: Support For Sports Betting 
Growing In State Senate _

While the state Senate 
has yet to act on legislation 
to legalize sports betting 
in the Bay State, Sen. John 
Keenan said there is a grow- 
ing sense of support for the 
measure ‘in the chamber. 

More than two dozen 
states have legalized sports 
betting since 2018, when the 
Supreme Court struck down 
a law that prohibited sports 
betting in all but a handful 
of states. Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, New York and 
Rhode Island are among the 
states where gambling on 
sports is now legal. 

In July, the Massachu- 


setts House of Representa- 


tives on July 22 voted 156-3 
in favor of a bill that would 
legalize sports betting in 
the state; all four members 
who represent Quincy voted 
to pass it. The House bill 
would allow adults 21 and 
older to bet on sports at ca- 
sinos and racetracks and on- 
line. Betting on high school 
and youth sports would be 
prohibited, along with bet- 
ting on the performance of 
individual college athletes 
and on injuries, penalties 
and discipline. 

The bill is currently 
pending in the state Sen- 
ate. Senate President Karen 
Spilka, an Ashland Demo- 


crat, in late September said 
the bill was not one of her 
priorities for the coming 
months. 

“The House has passed it 
twice and we have not tak- 
en action on it,” Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat, said in a 
recent interview when asked 
about the sports betting bill. 

“The Senate president 
was asked a short while 
ago whether she considered 
it a priority, and she said 
the priorities over the next 
few months will be allocat- 
ing the federal funds from 
ARPA; balancing out our 
FY 2021 budget, closing 
it; allocating the surpluses 
from the last fiscal year; and 
then perhaps mental and be- 
havioral health legislation. 
She didn’t list it as a prior- 
ity.” 

“There are some mem- 
bers of the Senate who 
would like to see the Sen- 
ate take up that bill, so it 
is kind of in discussion,” 
Keenan added, explaining 
that legislative priorities are 
identified by both the lead- 
ership and members of the 
chamber. 

“T think there is a grow- 
ing sense of support for the 
legislation in the Senate, 
more than there has been in 
the past,” he said. 

The current session on 


Beacon Hill expires at the 
end of 2022, with formal 
sessions closing at the end 
of next July. 

“There is time for the bill 
to be taken up in the spring 
and into the summer,” 
Keenan said. 

The senator said he 
would likely vote in favor 
of legalizing sports betting, 
though that depends on how 


the legislation is written. 

“I would vote in favor 
of it depending on whether 
a couple of my concerns 
were addressed,” he said. 
“One would be that there 
be no advertising targeted 
at young people. That is 
a concern that I have. ’'m 
not sure that that has been

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Gift Ideas For Bird Watchers, Gardeners 


By MELINDA MYERS 

Give a gift that provides 
beauty, entertainment, and 
health benefits throughout 
the year. With the recent 
increase in people garden- 
ing and bird watching, what 
could be more perfect than 
a gift that supports both in- 
terests? 

Birds visiting feeders, 
munching on the cone- 
flower seeds in the garden 
and perching in the shelter 
of evergreens help brighten 
the long, often dreary days 
of winter. Just like garden 
ing, bird watching helps us 
connect with nature, reduc- 
es stress, and elevates our 
mood. Plus, the gardeners 
on your list will appreci- 
ate the help birds provide 
managing insect pests. Pro- 
tein-rich insects and spiders 
are an essential part of the 
diet of 96 percent of North 
American terrestrial birds. 

Growing a_ landscape 
filled with plants that pro- 
vide seeds, berries and shel- 
ter is a great way to attract 
these welcome guests to our 
gardens. Providing addi- 
tional sources of food, water 
and shelter can increase the 
number and diversity of the 
winged visitors. 

Help your gift recipient 
create a bird feeding station 
so they can easily watch the 
birds and enjoy their songs. 
Include a variety of feeders 
suited to the birds they want 
to attract. Select feeders that 
are easy to fill and clean and 
protect seed from weather 
and squirrels. 

You'll attract a wide 
range of birds with tray and 
platform feeders. Look for 
ones like the Gardener’s 
Supply Twigs Platform Bird 
Feeder which has a cover to 
protect the seed from rain 
and snow and a removable 
mesh floor for easy clean- 
ing. Platform feeders like 
this, with excellent drain- 
age, help minimize the risk 
of wet seed sprouting or 
supporting bacteria and fun- 
gi that can harm the birds. 
Help keep seeds safe and 
fresh with regular clean- 
ing and by only providing 
enough seed for a day or 
two. 


Hopper or house feed- 
ers protect seed against the 
weather and bird droppings. 
But if the seed gets wet, the 
closed environment is per- 
fect for bacteria and fungi to 
thrive. Plus, they are more 
difficult to clean. 

Tube feeders are cyl- 
inders with perches and 
feeding ports. Those with 
perches above the openings 
attract birds like goldfinch- 
es and chickadees that can 
feed upside down. Those 
with small perches discour- 
age large birds from feed 
ing. Select tube feeders with 
small ports for smaller séeds 
like Nyjer thistle and ones 
with larger openings for 
large seeds. 

Look for ones with wire 
surrounds to keep out squir- 
rels and those that are easy 
to clean like the Gardener’s 


Supply Cleaver Clean Tube. 


Feeder with a removable 
bottom. Reduce problems 
on other tube feeders by 
blocking the bottom of the 
tube that extends below the 
lowest feeding port. Seed 
and water can collect there, 
increasing the risk of fungi 
and bacteria. 

Clean feeders regularly 
with a 10% non-chlorine 
bleach solution, commer- 
cial birdfeeder cleaner - or 
mild solution of unscented 
dishwashing soap. Wash 
the inside and outside of the 
feeder, perches and feeding 
ports. Once cleaned, rinse 
with clear water and dry be- 
fore refilling. 

Provide some shelter 
from wind, snow, rain, and 
predators for birds spending 
the winter in your landscape. 
Supplement what trees and 
shrubs provide by including 
a few roosting boxes and 
pockets. Gardener’s Supply 
fair trade roosting pockets 
(gardeners.com) are attrac- 
tive, easy to hang, provide 
some needed insulation and 
are easy for birds to enter 
and exit. 

Make sure to provide 
water throughout the year. 
Those in colder climates 
will need to add a heater, 
bubbler, or aerator to pre- 
vent the water from freez- 
ing. Providing fresh water

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Quincy Should List Candidates On Ballot Randomly 


Do you know what makes Massachusetts unique among 
the SO states? 

Is it that we call ourselves the Commonwealth? No, three 
other states do that. Legalized cannabis? No, places like 
Colorado and Maine have done it too, and arguably better. 
Well then, it must be the taxes we pay here — we are Taxa- 
chusetts after all. Nope, we’re somewhere in the middle tax- 
wise, with lower average taxes than places like Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. 

No, what really sets us apart is we are the only state 
where incumbents are listed first on the ballot in elections. 

Let that sink in. Of the 50 states in this country, only 
our precious Commonwealth lists incumbents first. To avoid 
the “primary effect” — the boost a candidate gets simply by 
being placed first in ordet — most states determine ballot 
placement by lottery. Some even vary the order by precinct 
to truly eliminate the effect. 

Massachusetts, of course, doesn’t. We still put the in- 
cumbents first in state-wide elections, to the advantage of 
those incumbents. Cities and towns may choose differently 
~ Boston uses a lottery for its elections — but I’d venture to 
say many don’t. 

The impact of this can be seen here in Quincy. Over the 
last decade, just three incumbents running in city elections 
have lost - Emily Lebo, Mike McFarland, and most recently 
Courtney Perdios (who had been appointed to the seat just 
months prior). 

Further, in every competitive councilor at large race since 
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2005 (the oldest election with results available on the city 
website) the candidate listed first - Joe Finn and later Noe! 
DiBona — has always finished with the highest vote total 

The same holds true for the 2005, 2007, 2009 and 2011] 
school committee elections. In the elections after that, can- 
didates listed lower on the ballot have gotten the most votes, 
but still the person listed on the ballot has.managed to win 
one of the seats available. In 2017, Anthony Andronico, 
then an unknown, was first on the ballot and beat out three 
others. And this year Doug Gutro was first on the ballot and 
eked out a win despite having placed fifth in the preliminary 
election less than two months before. 

Speaking of which, why is the order for the preliminary 
drawn randomly if the order for the final election is not? 
(This isn’t a trick question. I would love to hear why this is 
the case.) 

It is high time for Quincy to consider to follow in the 
footsteps of our neighbors to the north and list candidates 
randomly. No more bonus votes for incumbents by virtue of 
being first on the ballot. 

But why would incumbents do this and risk losing their 
seat and the pay and benefits that come with it — not to men- 
tion the sinecure jobs they can get on the Norfolk County 
payroll if they play nice? 

Well, maybe they'll think about Joe and Jane Q. Public, 
who deserve the best representation they can get.

SCAM ALERT #1: 

Investment Scams 

We’ve all received the 
pitch — that one investment 
opportunity that sounds just 
too good to pass up. But 
99.99% of the time, pass- 
ing it up is exactly the right 
thing to do. Investment 
fraud siphons billions of 
dollars from investors every 
year. Here’s how to spot a 
phony investment opportu- 
nity coming your way. 

Avoid any investment 
where you have to “act 
now.” If the scammer can 
convince you to engage be- 
fore you take the time to do 
any research or think more 
critically about the offer, 
they get your “investment” 
money. Also be wary of in- 
vestment pitches that uses 
phrases such as “incredible 
gains” or “breakout stock 
pick.” According to the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission these phrases 
suggest high risk and pos- 
sible fraud. 

SCAM ALERT #2: 

Online Shopping Scams 

Thanks in part to world- 
wide supply chain delays 
the holiday shopping sea- 
son has started earlier than 
ever, with shoppers trying 
to scoop up top gift items 
before they disappear. That 
means the online shopping 
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scam season has officially 
begun. 

Here are the two simple 
steps you can take to stay a 
step ahead of the grinch this 
holiday shopping season. 

Type, but don’t click. The 
safest place to shop online 
is with retailers you trust 
and by typing their url into 
your web browser is much 
safer than clicking on a link 
you find in an email or web 
search. Also, avoid deals 
that you know are too good 
to be true, even if the offer 
comes from a friend. Scam- 
mers are experts at hacking 
social media accounts and 
one of the first things they 
do is send out fake offers to 
victim’s friends and family. 

SCAM ALERT #3: 

Veterans Scams 

Their time in service to 
protect our country is over. 
Now it’s our turn to protect 
our veterans from scams. 
Veterans deserve our grate- 
fulness, our respect and 
praise.

HOLLYWOOD - James 
Bond looks pretty good for 
a 58 year old. Bond first ap- 
peared on May 8, 1963 in 
the guise of Sean Connery 
in “To Russia With Love.” 
Daniel Craig, 53, the sixth 
actor to embody Bond, has 
gotten people back into 
movie theaters and broken 
box-office records world- 
wide with his latest and last 
film, “No Time to Die.” But 
Craig’s fifth and final Bond 
film leaves him two short 
of the record holder, Roger 
Moore, who played 007 
seven times between 1973 
and 1985.

Disney 
had assumed her $20 million 
payday covered it, but rather

Pottery Vase — Artists often 
create works in many different 
mediums — ceramics, painting, 
sculpture, jewelry and even 
metalwork. After World War 
I, many artists traveled to dif- 
ferent countries and schools 
to learn new “looks” and tech- 
niques. England, France, Ger- 
many and Scandinavia were 
leading art centers. 

Vally Wieselthier (1895-1945) 
was famous in Germany by the 
1920s but almost unknown in 
the United States. She was born 
in Austria and studied under 
Michael Powolny from 1914 
to 1920, then continued work- 
ing with the artists of the new 
Wiener Werkstatté. She was a 
leading ceramic artist and de- 
signer making figurines, female 
heads, vases and more. 

In 1929, she moved to the U.S. 
and worked in New York mak- 
ing large ceramic statues and 
also designed dinnerware for 
the Sebring factory in Ohio; 
ironstone dinnerware designs 
for Mayer Pottery in Tren- 
ton, New Jersey; and worked 
at Cowan Pottery in Ohio, 
where she introduced the Wie- 
ner Werkstatte style. She also 
designed glassware, jewelry, 
textiles, papier-mache manne- 
quins, furniture and even metal 
elevator doors. With all her 
success and fame, few pieces 
are seen in U.S. auctions. Neal 
Auction Company sold an 
8-inch-high Wiener Werkstatte 
vase made in 1925 signed with 
both “WW” (Wiener Werk- 
statte) and “VW” (Vally Wi- 
eselthier) for $1,037.

The basic purpose of a preemptive 
bid is to crowd the bidding so that 
the opponents — who are presumed 
to have the better hands — will 
have very limited space in which to 
exchange information. Quite often 
this tactic succeeds in jockeying the 
opponents into the wrong contract. 

West's four-club bid in today’s deal 
is atypical pre-emptive bid. With sev- 
en winners in his hand with clubs as 
trump, West cannot lose more than 
500 points even if he is doubled and 
goes down three.

Furthermore, if it should turn out 
that his partner does not provide him 
with a single trick, the 500-point loss 
becomes very worthwhile, since the 
vulnerable opponents are then almost 
sure to have game, if not a slam. 
From every viewpoint, therefore, the 
jump-overcall by West is a sound tac- 
tical measure. 

Consider North’s predicament after 
the four-club bid. It’s not clear what he 
should do. His actual raise to six dia- 
monds —though a shot in the dark — is 
probably as reasonable an action as any. 

The way things turned out, though, 
North should have bid only five dia- 
monds. West led the king of clubs, 
covered by the ace and ruffed by East. 
Declarer later lost a heart trick and so 
went down one. 

However, the outcome does not 
prove that North was wrong to bid the 
slam. In fact, had his partner played 
the hand more carefully, he would 
have made six diamonds. He should 
have anticipated the possibility that 
East had no clubs and protected 
against it by playing low from dum- 
my at trick one, allowing West’s king 
to win the trick! 

If West continued with a second 


club, South would again play low 


from dummy and ruff in his hand. 
With the ace of clubs still in dummy 
and available for a heart discard, it 
would then have been a simple matter 
for declarer to score the 12 tricks he 


had started with.

COPD Lung 
Function Can’t 
Be Restored 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I read 
your recent column on pulmo- 
nary fibrosis. I especially ap- 
preciate knowing that there are 
medications known to slow the 
progression of lung disease, re- 
duce exacerbations and reduce 
mortality. With a 20-year-old 
diagnosis of COPD and having 
been prescribed medications to 
reduce exacerbations, you might 
imagine my interest in your ar- 
ticle. 

I’m wondering how pulmo- 
nary fibrosis differs from COPD 
and if the two medications that 
you mention (pirfenidone and 
ninfedanib) might be helpful in 
slowing the progression of lung 
disease in patients such as my- 
self. Have any studies been com- 
pleted using these medications 
on patients with COPD? -- S.A. 

ANSWER: Chronic obstruc- 
tive pulmonary disease -- its two 
main forms are emphysema and 
chronic bronchitis -- usually, but 
not invariably, is a result of long- 
term exposure to lung toxins, espe- 
cially smoke. In the most common 
case of COPD, due to cigarette 
smoking (at least, that’s the most 
common in North America and 
Europe: cooking fires are still a 
common cause in less developed 
countries), stopping the exposure 
will dramatically slow down fur- 
ther damage. Unfortunately, there 
are no established treatments that 
can restore lung function in people 
with moderate to advanced COPD. 

Pulmonary fibrosis is, by con- 
trast, a rare disease; about 30,000 
people in the U.S. are diagnosed 
each year (compare that with the 
9 million people in the U.S. diag- 
nosed with chronic bronchitis last 
year). 

The exact mechanism of action 
of pirfenidone and nintedanib is 
not known, but they are not thought 
to be effective in COPD. Surpris- 
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al looking at whether these drugs 
might be effective. The need for 
new therapies to treat COPD is so 
great that I would have thought 
some researcher might have tried 
it, despite the long odds.. 

KOK 

DEAR DR. ROACH: At 75, I 
had my first-ever kidney stone 
in December. The urologist told 
me to stop drinking so much 
milk. But he never asked if my 
diet had changed. I had been 
eating almonds by the handful 
every day. I felt certain this was 
the cause of the stone. 

I drink skim milk, which is 
practically tasteless. I started 
adding a slight bit of almond 
milk to the skim to give it a 
more pleasant taste. Should I 
not be doing this? -- P.T. 

ANSWER: I am not certain 
why the urologist told you to stop 
drinking cow’s milk. We used to 
believe that the calcium in milk 
increased risk for kidney stones, 
especially calcium oxalate stones, 
which are the most common type; 
however, dietary calcium para- 
doxically decreases risk of kidney 
stones, whereas calcium supple- 
ments increase risk of stones. 
What makes the biggest differ- 
ence in diet is the oxalate content. 

Almonds, as well as almond 
milk, are very high in oxalate; 
cow’s milk is not. I don’t know 
what you mean by a “slight bit” 
of almond milk, but I would try to 
avoid taking too much (more than 
a few teaspoons a day), and find 
another way to flavor the milk if 
you really don’t like it. I know 
a few people who add a drop of 
vanilla. Coconut milk -- which I 
don’t recommend consuming in 
large quantities due to the satu- 
rated fat content -- does not have 
oxalate. 

Essentially, everybody with 
kidney stones should drink plen- 
ty of water, and nearly everyone 
should be very careful not to have 
too much sodium.

free vanilla cook-and-serve 
pudding mix 
cup reduced-calorie cranber- 
ry juice cocktail 
cup fresh or frozen cranber- 
ries 
cup reduced-calorie whipped 
topping 

1. Evenly arrange 9 graham crackers 
in a 9-by-9-inch cake pan. In a large 
bowl, combine dry instant pudding 
mix, dry milk powder and | 1/4 cups 
water. Mix well using a wire whisk. 
Pour mixture evenly over graham 
crackers. Refrigerate while preparing 
cranberry sauce. 

2. In a medium saucepan, combine 
dry cook-and-serve pudding mix, cran- 
berry juice cocktail, remaining 1/2 
cup water and cranberries. Cook over 
medium heat for about 5 minutes or 
until cranberries soften, stirring often. 

3. Remove from heat, place sauce- 
pan on a wire rack and allow to cool 
for 30 minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Evenly spoon cooled mixture over 
set filling. 

4. Spread whipped topping even- 
ly over cranberry mixture. Crush 
remaining 3 graham crackers into fine 
crumbs. Evenly sprinkle crumbs over 
top. Refrigerate for at least 1 hour. 
Serves 8.
